State Can' t Give Help . . . 
Bleak Ou fh ok Seen

l-ast Saturday, Harry’s Conoco rang up 
two BiN'ent items on the cash register. 
And that’s all, said lessee Harry C. Bale. 
At 10 a.m. Thursday, he’d made zero 
sales. He's pumping no'gas. 


Robert E. Whitney, 12th & L Conoco 
lessee, is trying to limit his customers to 
five-gallon purchases to serve more peo­ 
ple. “ We’re not in very good shape,” he 
said. 


Officials from Lincoln to Washington 
say Conoi’o and other gasoline suppliers 
are facing some problems they can’t con­ 
trol. and no one seems to know when or 
how alhn ation questions will be resolved. 
Conoco had told Whitney, “ No 
problem, we’ve got plenty of gas.” Then 
tlu‘ company notified its lessees their 
supplies would be cut back to I04?o of the 
1972 volumes, he said, and later that was 
reduced to 100' i . 


But notification of the cutbacks came 
alter lessees had used up early most of 
their January allocations, thinking more 
gas would be available. 


“ I don’t know what I’m going to do,” 
Hale said He has “400 gallons in the 
ground, but I can’t pump it.” Why? “ It’ll 
take it away from my February 
(alliM'ationi ’’ 
Whitney said “all the Conoco stations 
In I-incoln’’ have been hit with the same 
pinch. 
State Petroleum Allocation Office 
l)ir«*tor William Peters said his office 
can’t help, because “we have no state 
res«*rve in effect” until Feb. 1. He con­ 
tacted Conoco distributors and referred 
the problem to Washington 


Don Shasteen, administrative assistant 
to Sen. Carl Curtis, said Thursday by 
telephone the Jan. IS fuel regulations 
“ are in effect, although FED (Federal 
Energy Officei has said it might take until 
Feb. 1 to get all the kinks ironed out.” 


Meanwhile, he said, “There seems to 
be a breakdown in communications 


between the C(H10co people and their dis­ 
tributors and dealers” regarding the cut 
in January allocations. 
Shasteen said the Federal Register, 
which “ has the force of law,” ordered 
Conoco on Jan. 22 to sell to other oil com­ 
panies 5,(>48,558 barrels of its oil to be 
refined between Fet^ruary and April. 
Conoco is third highest on a list of 70 to 75 
oil companies similarly ordered. 
‘ This is going to cause disruptions,” 
Shasteen said. “ Conoco held back 
because they don’t know how much supp­ 
ly they’re going to have. They’re holding 
to the 1972 level” to protect themselves. 


He said Conoco believes “there’s been 
a mistake in the fiNinula.” C'urtte’ office 
has contacted Uncoln Conoco lessees and 
distributors. Shasteen said, and asked for 
a meeting of Conoco and FEO officials in 
Washington. 


Lincoln Conoco officials could not be 
reached for comment Thursday. 
Meanwhile, Whitney said “several” 
Lincoln Conocos are out of gas and Bale 
said he beUeves “it’s going to be as bleak 
next month as it is this month. 
A spot check of other Lincoln major oil 
company lessees revealed similar but not 
as severe problems. Gross Standard Ser­ 
vice, 10th & M, reported it has already 
u.sed its January allocation and is now 
limiting sales to 10 gallons. 


Pittman’s Texaco Service, 48th & Vine, 
has been rut 48% in allocations since 
June 1973, and has been getting its aloca- 
tion notices two to three weeks late. 
Melichar & Munn 66 Service at 205 N. 9th 
reported “ no trouble yet’’ with 
allocations. 
Chic Owen of Owen’s Red Horse Mobil 
Service, I7th & South, said he "lost 
another load because simple Simon cut us 
another 7"^ ." His reference was to FEO 
Chief William E. Simon. “ He’s chopped 
our throat,” Owen said. 
Rather than Imut gallons to cuitomers, 
Owen said he's cutting his operating 
hours. Refernng to all Lincoln service 
.stations, he said, “ We’re all in big 
trouble." 
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County Civil Service 
Bill Center Of Debate

“ The monstrosity of the day” as LB6,30 
was termed by Government. Military and 
Veterans Affairs Committee Chairman 
Sen Ernie Chambers prompted nearly 
three hours of testimony Thursday in­ 
cluding proposed amendments which 
neither the committee members nor per­ 
sons appeanng on the bill had seen m ad­ 
vance. 


Sen. Orval Keyes of Springfield, who in­ 
troduced the bill which would reduce the 
size of the counties included in a man­ 
datory civil service plan for county 
government now in effect in Douglas 
County to 60,000, offered a proposed 
amendment which would make the plan 
permissive in all counties. 


Chambers, who contended that the 
amendment should be heard at some 
other time since those present at the 
hearing had i’ome to be heard on LB630, 
said that the line of the proposed amend­ 
ment which states that the county board 
will make a determination as to whether 
or not a Civil Service Commission shall be 
formed “is a killer for the employes” who 
according to the proposal, could petition 
for the establishment of the commission. 
Robert Galloway from Douglas County 
also offered a proposal to amend the pre­ 
sent plan implemented in Douglas County 
to change the composition of the commis­ 
sion and increase the number from five to 
seven. 


Douglas Curry, attorney representing 
the Lancaster County Employes, urged 
passage of LB630 to give Lancaster Coun­ 
ty an opportunity to implement the 
system now in effect in Douglas County 
and then see what problems there are. 


He presented a petition containing 
some 200 signatures of county employes 
supporting the bill which also drew 
strong support from elected county of­ 
ficials other than the Lancaster County 
commissioners who appeared in opposi­ 
tion to the bill. 
In response to questioning regarding a 
proposal which may be introduced as a 
bill by Sen. Wally Barnett through the 
committee, Curry said he was aware of 
the proposal submitted by the county 
commissioners. 
However, he said that it “emasculates” 
the civil service commission of the county 
by “ being under the thumb of the county 
board.” 


Barnett said he was hoping to get that 
proposal introduced and urged the county 
commissioners and other elected officials 
of Lancaster County settle their own 
differences. 


Lancaster County Assessor Fritz 
Meyer, speaking in b^alf of the elected 
officials other than the commissioners, 
said that the Douglas County personnel 
system would be beneficial to Lancaster 
(’ounty and that the elected officials of 
Lancaster County were opposing Lan­ 
caster County’s being exempt from 
LB630. 
Lancaster County Commissioners Jan 
Gauger ajid Robert Colin, speaking in op­ 
position to LB630, asked that Lancaster 
County be excluded from the bill to per­ 
mit it to work out a plan propc^ed by the 
U .S. Civil Service Commission so that the 
money spent for that study “would not be 
down the drain. ” 


Roy Ostrander, president of the Lan­ 
caster County Employes Association, 
testified that the county employes had no 
input into the study referred to by the 
commissioners. 


Mrs. Gauger said that there were 
changes made after a meeting was held 
with the consultants from the U.S. Civil 
Service wiih county employes, but 
Barnett questioned who he was to believe 
when the county employes said they had 
no input. 
“ If the employes feel they had no input 
as a matter .of social and human fact, they 
had no input,” Chambers commented. 


Also speaking out in support of exemp­ 
ting Lancaster County from LB630 were 
Harvey Schwartz, president of the Lin­ 
coln Personnel Management Association, 
and Jeanne Kelley of the League of 
Women Voters. 


The committee held LB630 along with 
all other bills heard Thursday including 
LB614, introduced by Sen. Terry 
Carpenter of Scottsbluff. 
That bill would make it unlawful to 
accept cash contributions for political 
campaigns. 
Speaking in support of LB614, 
Carpenter said that between 5% and 25% 
of the money given for campaigns is in 
the form of currency and felt that his bill 
would “go a long ways toward stopping 
some of the abuses.” 


When asked about putting a dollar- 
amount in the bUl such as contributions 
of more than $200 must be in checks for 
purposes of record-keeping, Carpenter 
said that he might be willing to go along 
with $50 but not as much as $200. ■ 


Even then, Carpenter said, people 
could give as many $50 contributions as 
they wanted without having any check.

Commissioners Duane Gay of Colum­ 
bus and Robert Martand of Lincoln 
arrived in Lincoln Thursday afternoon 
aboard a Lear jet (call tetters N744UTI 
operated by United Telephone. The third 
commission on the journey, chairman 
John Swanson of Eustis, reportedly 
stayed in Kansas City, Mo. 


Under Nebraska law, the commission 
regulates service provided and rates 
charged by Nebraska telephone com­ 
panies, including United Telephone 
whkh serves the Scottsbluff region. 
In a interview moments after deboar- 
dmg the jet, Marland said the ttip was 
made to inspect new electronic switching 
and computer equipment made by the 
subsidiary. North Electric Co. of 
Overland F^rk, Kan., at its plants in 
Tennessee, Ohio and Kansas City. 


A secretary for the eommission said 
Wednesday the three commissioners 
along with Executive Secretary Everett 
Green, Communications Chief Herb Sher- 
don and Engineer Gerald Sasek were 
attending “a convention,” but she said 
she did not know what convention.

Marland said he sees no conflict of in­ 
terest in the fact that the trip was taken at 
the expense of United Telephone. 


"This was not a junket,” Marland said. 
“This was an information-gathering 
trip to help the commission keep current 
on communications progress,” he added 
glancing at stacks of papers staff 
members held. 
“ It’s no thrill to go through a plant in 
Johnson City, Tenn., believe me. If this 
trip helps me in my job as a com­ 
missioner, I don’t see what’s wrong with 


It. It’s my job to stay abreast of 
developments in the communications 
field. 
“ I don’t fed guilty at all,” Marland 
stated. “ If 1 thought it was wrong, I 
wouldn’t have gone. The trip was most 
enlightening.” 
He said there is “no way” the trip could 
be used by United Telephone to influence 
any rate or service decisions reached by 
the commission. Each appbcation, he 
said, is considered on an in^vidual basis 
aaording to its merit. 
United Telephone has only minimal in­ 
terests in Nebraska, he pointed out. The 
bulk of its business is in the southeastern 
U S 
“ Every member of this commission has 
taken a sijnilar trip (with United 
Telephone.) This is the first one I’ve 
taken,” he said. 


Speaking to a reporter, Marland said, 
“ This witch hunt has me upset. Frankly, I 
don’t like it.” 


Commissioner Gay and the staff 
members left the airport before they 
could be interviewed. 
Commissioners Eric Rasmussen of 
Fairmont and James Munnelly of Omaha 
reported they had previous engagements 
and did not go on the trip.

Washington (UPI) — Defense 
Secretary James R Schlesinger 
came under fire Thursday on 
charges he suggested possible 
renewed involvement in Viet­ 
nam and U S military action in 
the Middle East to end the Arab 
oil embargo 
Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield, in a speech to a 
caucus of Democratic senators, 
expressed “ gravest concern” 
over what he said was a tenden­ 
cy of Schlesinger to inject his 
views into sensitive foreign 
policy areas. 
The Montana senator asked 
the Armed Services Committee 
to look into the matter. 
He objected particularly to re­ 
cent Schlesinger comments 
which Mansfield said suggested 
“the possibility of U.S. nuUtary 
incursions into the Middle East 
to bring out the oil and a rein­ 
volvement of our forces in the 
still unsettled conflict of Viet­ 
nam,” 
Schlesinger was not im­ 
mediately aware of Mansfield’s 
comments 
“ The secretary of defense 
would do well to concentrate his 
concern on holding down the 
costs of his department which 
place an enormous tax burden 
on the people of the nation and 
on keeping the armed forces in a 
state of sufficient readiness to 
respond to the lawful directions 
of the President and the 
Congress,” Mansfield said.

W ASHINGTO N (AP) - 
Secretary of Defense James R. 
Schlesinger said Thursday 
“ there were clearly im ­ 
proprieties’’ ' in the 1971 
transmission of White House 
documents to the military chiefs. 
However, he scoffed at the idea 
of a spy ring 
•'I tliink the thing has been 
blown out of all context,’’ 
Schlesinger said at a news con­ 
ference. 
Saying his investigation had 
turned up no evidence of any il­ 
legal actions, the Pentagon chief 
added that "I don’t think that 
there was a spy ring or a Seven 
Days in May’ exaggeration 
there" In the novel Seven Days 
in May members of the Joint 
Chiefs staff plotted to seize con­ 
trol of the government. 
Schlesinger indicated he has 
gone about as far as he intends 
to go for now in investigating the 
1971 episode 
He gave Adm. 
Thomas H. Moorer. chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs, a vote of con­ 
fidence even while saying that 
“ it is clear that Adm Mmirer 
was less than fully alert ” that he 
was getting unauthorized 
material from the Natiomal 
Security Council files. 
At another point in the long 
news conference, Schlesinger 
attempted to clarify his recent 
assertion of a change in the 
nation’s nuclear targeting doc­ 
trine designed to widen the 
President’s choices for respon­ 
ding to a possible Soviet nuclear 
threat. 
Schlesinger stressed that the 
new approach “does not mean 
we are pointing missiles away 
from cities at military targets ” 
but indicated the United States 
IS broadening the number of 
military targets on the deterrent 
list Tims, the President could 
pick and choose to suit the 
nature of the threat and avoid, if 
possible, all-out nuclear war.

Mobil, Texaco, Shell 
Have Big Profit Hikes 


NEW YORK ( A P ) -Th ree of 
th e nation's largest oil com­ 
panies reported on Th ursday 
large profit increases in 1973, as 
debate continued over th e in­ 
dustry's earnings in th e midst of 
rising prices and sh ortages. 
Mobil Oil Co., th e nation’s se­ 
cond largest oil company, 
reported a 47 per cent profit in­ 
crease in 1973 compared to 1972. 
wh ile Texaco, th e industry's 
th ird largest, announced a 5 per 
cent gain, and Sh ell, seventh in 
size, said its profits were up by 
28 per cent. 
Earlier th is week, Exxon 
Corp.. th e nation's biggest oil 
company, reporttxi a 59 per cent 
increase wh ile Cities Service and 
Union Oil of California an­ 
nounced gains of almost 50 per 
cent 
Two of th e international firms. 
Mobil and Texaco, reported in- 
creasi's of 68 and 70 p« *r cent in 
th<* fourth quarter of last year, 
wh i*n th e Arab oil embargo went 
into etfivt and world oil prices 
skvnM'keti'd 
Sh ell, wh ose ae- 
livitu*s are concentrated in th e 
United States, reported a 
dropoff in profits for th e same 
period 
Price increases of 
pi'troleum products are limited 
to a pass-th rough of costs under 
government controls in th is 
country. 
Exxon, wh ich also h as major 
inte rna tiona l 
op erations, 
reported earlier th at its fourth - 
quarter profit increa.ses was vir­ 
tually identical to its gam for th e 
year as a wh ole 
Meanwh ile. .1K 
.lamieson. 
ch airman of Exxon, on Th ursday 
dcni(*(l ch arges by Sen Henrv M 
.lackson, D-Wash .. th at h is com­ 
pany's reduction of oil supplies 
to tiie U S military constituU'd a 
(li.sloyal act. 
.lamieson said Exxon h ad bi*en 
proh ibitiii Irom making th ose 
deliveries by th e Siiudi Arabian 
nnbargo imposed against th<* 
United State's in late October, 
.and Its position was promptly 


reported to th e Department of 
Defense. 
In Houston, Z D. Bonner, th e 
president of Gulf Oil Co., said 
th e Senate subcom m ittee 
h eaded by Jackson, wh ich is in­ 
vestigating th e oil industry and 
its profits, “is not th e type of 
forum to get at th e truth ” about 
th e energy crisis. 
“We've got politics mixed into 
th is and it sh ouldn't be th ere," 
h e said. 
Ash land Oil, th e 16th largest in 
th e industry, reported Th ursday 
th at profits for th e last quarter 
of 1973 were $34.4 million, sligh t­ 
ly more th an 50 per cent above 
th e $22 6 million it earned for 
th e same quarter a year ago. 
Ash land operates on a fiscal year 
th at ends Sept. 30. 
Mobil said its profits last year 
were $8 42.8 million compared 
with $574 2 million in 1972. 
Texaco said its 1973 Income was 
$1 29 billion compared to $8 8 9 04 
million. Sh ell reported 1973 
profits of $.‘132 7 million, com­ 
pared to $‘260 5 million th e 
previous year 
Both Mobil and Texaco said 
th eir profit gains primarily were 
from foreign markets. Sh ell, a 
domestically-based firm with no 
foreign earnings, sh owed lower 
profit gains th an th e oth er two 
h rms. But its earnings increase 
was considerably h igh er th an th e 
dom estic 
profit 
increases 
reported by Mobil and Texaco. 
However.Sh ell said th at 
during th e last th ree month s of 
1973. a time of greatest oil price 
increases and sh ortages, its ear­ 
nings were $79 4 million, 2 pv'r 
cent less th an th e same period in 
1972 
Texaco reported a 70 per cent 
gam (luring th e last th ree 
month s of 1973 with profits of 
$4.53 49 million, wh ile Mobil said 
Its profits for th e same period 
were $271 6 million, about a 68 
per cent incn*ase 
Sh ell, with out 
foreign 
operations, said it was adversely 


affected by Increased costs of 
raw materials —“costs wh ich in 
compliance with government 
regulations, could not be 
recovered untip 1974.” 
Rawleigh Warner Jr., Mobil’s 
ch airman, said wh ile th e com­ 
pany's domestic profits were 
h igh er in 1973, th ey reflected 
"recovery from th e relatively 
low 
ear nings from U S. 
operations th at ch aracterize 
1972.” 
Texaco said domestic earnings 
were only 3 6 per cent h igh er in 
1973 th an 1972, wh ile Mobil said 
Its domestic earnings were up 
about 15 per cent last year. 
Maurice F. Granville, Texaco 
ch airman, and Warner both said 
th at a significant part of 
overseas earnings are from th e 
conversion of foreign currencies 
into a relatively weaker dollar. 
Warner said th at $150 million 
of th e $268 6 million worldwide 
earnings improvement for th e 
company was a direct result of 
such conversion. Granville said 
th at about 30 per cent of th e $.387 
million increase in Texaco’s 
foreign earnings resulted from 
conversions. 
Warner, expressing a frequent­ 
ly voiced oil industry position, 
said th at th is year’s h igh er 
profits were needed for 
expanded capital programs to 
find new raw materials and to 
construct refining facilities in 
order to cope with th e nation's 
energy ne<*ds. 
Texaco also announced an in­ 
creased quarterly dividend to 
st(H'kh olders of 50 cents a sh are 
from 44 cents.

Linco ln Klectric Sy stem Administrato r Walter Canney 
may pro ve the merit o f his case fo r dro pping the o perating 
ag reement the city utility has with Nebraska Public Po wer 
District hut he sho uld definitely be asked by the City Co uncil 
fo r so me relative facts. Canney has said that since LES is 
no w do ing ail its o wn acco unting , the remaining fo ur y ears 
o f the co ntract with NPPD is o f no value. 
Canney is talking abo ut $5tK),00fl in fees o v er tho se fo ur 
v ears, which he say s can be sav ed the electric rate pay ers o f 
the city . Once ag ain, the situatio n lo o ks inv iting o n the sur­ 
face hut ho w has such a thing co me abo ut? 
Suppo se y o u hire a co ntracto r to po ur a driveway fo r 
y o ur ho me and a few day s later g o o ut and po ur the driveway 
y o urself. When the co ntracto r sho ws up with a lo ad o f co n­ 
crete, y o u info rm him that y o u have already do ne the jo b 
y o urseif and. therefo re, do no t need his services. 
★ 
Do y o u think the co ntracto r wo uld walk away with a 
shrug o f the sho ulders*’ No t very likely . Mo re likely , he 
wo uld sue y o u fo r the amo unt o f the co ntract and, un­ 
do ubtedly , wo uld co llect in full fro m y o u. 
Suppo se y o u are a businessman and y o u hire an indepen­ 
dent acco unting firm to do y o ur bo o kkeeping rather than es­ 
tablishing such a department o f y o ur o wn Yo u co ntract with 
the firm o n a five-y ear basis. Yo u then g o o ut and pro ceed to 
hire acco untants who m y o u put o n y o ur pay ro ll to do the 
verv’ thing y o u have just purchased elsewhere. 
Two thing s wo uld be o bv io us. One, y o u wo uld he so me 
kind o f knuckle-head and, two , y o u wo uld be in fo r a rude 
sho ck. The sho ck wo uld be the disco v ery that y o u had to pay 
to r the acco unting serv ices fo r which y o u had leg ally co n­ 
tracted, despite the fact that y o u no lo ng er needed that ser­ 
v ice. 
★ 
It appears that (’anney has do ne this with LES Having a 
co ntract fo r services with NPPD. Canney has pro ceeded to 
build his o wn staff to perfo rm the very same services. He 
no w appears to have himself in the po sitio n o f pay ing twice 
fo r the same thing — o nce to NPPD and o nce to his o wn 
staff. 
If this is what he has do ne, he has perfo rmed an act o f 
serio us irrespo nsibility . Witho ut a q uestio n, the may o r and 
City Co uncil sho uld waste no time in g athering all the facts 
o n this situatio n. 
Rather than sav ing the peo ple o f Linco ln half a millio n 
do llars, Canney may saddle them with an additio nal and 
to tally unnecessary half-a-millio n-do llar ex pense. We fail to 
see ho w it co uld be o therwise if NPPD insists upo n its co n­ 
tract rig hts, which it mig ht well be ex pected to do . 
What Canney seems to be presenting as an efficiency in 
his o peratio n has all the earmarks o f what is co mmo nly 
kno wn in leg al circles as breach o f co ntract. Do es he ex pect 
NPPD to be a nice g uy and simply let LES do what it wants? 
★ 
If he do es, he is likely mistaken. NPPD wo uld be an 
idio t under such circumstances. 
Whether the deal Canney no w wants fo r LES is better 
than what it has is no t even relevant. When the present 
arrang ement with NPPD was made, it was co nsidered to be 
the advisable thing to do . 
Time and circumstances may hav e chang ed that but the 
new co nditio ns are a matter fo r co nsideratio n at the time o f 
the ex piratio n o f the co ntract in 1 9 77, no t a matter to be un­ 
ilaterally decided in defiance o f leg al and ethical restraints. 
Additio nally , the respo nsibility rests upo n Canney to 
pro ve that, even in 19 77, he can perfo rm the services in­ 
vo lved mo re cheaply than they can be do ne thro ug h a co n­ 
tract with NPPD. And even if he can pro ve this, he is 
neg lig ent in pro ceeding o n his o wm witho ut, to o ur 
kno wledg e, any appro val fro m his o wn adviso ry bo ard o r the 
may o r and City Co uncil. 
LES is. after all. a publicly rather than privately o wmed 
utility .

Bo lshevik Hevo lutio n but also 
the father o f the So viet po lice 
state. 
This is no t to say that 
So lzhenitsy n's indictment came 
as a revelatio n to hig h So viet 
leaders o r Western scho lars 
“ L e nin's po litic a l po lice 
perfected a sy stem o f internal 
espio nag e that blanketed Russia 
with a netwo rk o f ag ents tar 
mo re efficient than the Czarist 
Okhrana,'' wro te bio g rapher 
David Shub 
“ Iro nclad cen­ 
so rship im po sed co m plete 
silence o n all criticism o f Lenin's 
po licies. 
The press, radio , 
cinema, and theater became, fo r 
the first time in histo ry , an 
e.x clusive instrument o f state 
pro pag anda." 
Many surviving Old Bo lsheviks 
no do ubt re m e m be r th e 
Kro nstadt rebellio n o t February , 
19 21. Sailo rs at the Kro nstadt 
fo rtress near Petro g rad (no w 
Lening rad) mutinied in behalf o f 
the peasants. Cnder the direc­ 
tio n o f Leo n Tro tsky , Lenin’s 
deputy , the revo lt was ruthlessly 
crushed. Tho se no t killed in the 
assault were ex ecuted o r ex iled.

Co rrectio ns, do ing so at Hesser’s req uest. Ex o n 
then appo inted Do n Best, superintendent o f the 
Yo uth Develo pment Center at Geneva, as acting 
directo r until a permanent replacement fo r Victo r 
Walker, who resig ned, can be fo und 
This interim appo intment sho uld g ive the 
g o verno r ample o ppo rtunity to reflect upo n the 
q ualificatio ns a permanent directo r sho uld po ssess 
Hesser has built an admirable reco rd in law en­ 
fo rcement But his appo intment met with o ppo si­ 
tio n within the Leg islature — particularly within 
the Judiciary Co mmittee, which has been the 
pnme fo rce behind the state's new penal refo rm 
pro g ram — because Hesser in many minds did no t 
pass the test o f the statute enacted last y ear which 
stales that the directo r o f co rrectio nal services

criminal wareho using , there is a philo so phic deci­ 
sio n to make 
Sho uld the state put a po liceman in charg e o f 
rehabilitatio n prr^rams?

is s till th e re : pro te c te d, 
preserved, resto red, by a peo ple 
who ’ve o fficially rejected what it

That was, perhaps, the mo st 
surprising thing abo ut o ur brief 
visit to the So viet Unio n. The 
Russians have taken g reat pains 
to pro tect the g rand lefto vers o f 
the czarist past. 


Every where we went, we were 
treated to to urs o f palaces, 
churches, museums, each full to 
the brim with the artwo rk that 
was a pro duct o f a time w hen the 
rich were very rich, the po o r 
very po o r. 


Ico ns, cro wn jewels, silver 
china, painting s, ro y al co aches 
and armo r are in abundance, in 
many cases ho used in building s 
which are g reat wo rks o f art 
themselves 
Guides tell o f their histo rv 
who made what fo r who m and 
why . There is little mentio n o f 
the fact that these were pro ducts 
o f a time when many peo ple 
were virtually enslaved 
One g uide, as we to ured the 
Kremlin, said many peo ple 
believe Ivan the Terrible was the 
o nly cruel czar, no t true, she 
said, o thers had their cruel traits 
to o 
But that was abo ut the o nly 
mentio n o f such a theme 
The same g uide also men­ 
tio ned. as we viewed the jewel- 
hedecked cro wns that o nce 
g raced the lo cks o f Peter the 
Great, that the jewels were 
pro tected "even during the 
revo lutio n” 
We w andered past m o re 
pnnlucts o f the czarist past, as 
o ther g uides led g ro ups o f 
Russians, (iermans and o thers 
thro ug h the building s 


In o ne o f them, a church in the 
Kremlin, we walked past 12th 
and 14th Century ico ns, hang ing 
virtually ung uarded o n the walls. 
it it it 
Altho ug h .Mo sco w is by far the 


o lder o f the two cities, we fo und 
the sense o f histo ry a co nscio us 
feeling in Lening rad. 
The po rt city , fo unded just a 
few y ears into the 18th Century , 
was the ho me o f the czars when 
Peter and Catherine beg an tur­ 
ning Russian heads to the West. 
And it’s there, in Palace 
Sq uare, that Blo o dy Sunday 
sho o k the last o f the czars in 
19 05 and in the same sq uare that 
I.enin and his fo llo wers sto rmed 
the Winter Palace in 19 17 to 
beg in the So viet revo lutio n. 


M o num ents to m any o f 
Russia’s g reatest writers, po ets 
and co mpo sers do t the city , and 
the to urs take visito rs past 
building s where tho se artists 
studied, lived, died. 


Venetian-like canals run fro m 
the Neva River into liening rad, 
and park s and co urty ards 
abo und. It must be a beautiful 
city in the spring and summer; it 
was beautiful in the winter. 
it it it 
In Lening rad we saw mo re 
evidence o f the resto ratio n that 
g o es o n co ntinually in bo th 
cities, as the Russians attempt to 
pre.serve the building s that 
beautify these setting s 


Mo st o f the histo ric building s 
m the po rt city are painted, and 
th e 9 0 'r h um idity fa c to r 
(k’mands ex terio r wo rk every 
two y ears 


But the resto ratio n g o es far 
bey o nd the mere painting o f 
walls. Resto ring is a pro fessio n, 
w hich c o m bine s s tudie d 
kno wledg e o f histo ry , as well as 
o f the crafts and materials used 
in the o rig inal co nstructio n 


When building s are resto red, 
every attem pt is m ade to 
replicate the o rig inal matenals 
ty pe o f wo o d, pig ment fo r paint, 
g o ld fo r the many g ilt desig ns 


Our g uide to ld us the resto ra­ 
tio n IS slo wed by lack o f mo ney : 
Lening rad’s city budg et must 


pay the bill fo r all the wo rk do ne 
there. 
When we asked abo ut the 
resto rers, she described them as 
“ mumm ies" and “ zo mbies" 
who lo ck themselves away in the 
institutes, study ing intricacies o f , 
the past. 


But tho se zo mbies do so me 
impressive wo rk. 


In Paul's summer palace, 3 0 
miles fro m Lening rad, we taw 
the handiwo rk o f resto ratio n; 
pho to s in the ro o ms sho wed us 
ho w they had lo o ked after the 
9 00 day s o f Wo rld War II. 


The city was o nce ring ed with 
such palaces, but Hitler’s fo rces 
to o k care o f that, and many were 
left in rubble that co uld never be 
reco nstructed. 


Still the wo rk o f resto ratio n 
was beg un befo re the destruc­ 
tio n. the palaces were evacuated 
and first went the archives so the 
reco rds wo uld be intact. 
'U it it 
We became co nvinced, after a 
time, that all o f the Russian’s 
co nstructio n-o riented 
crafts­ 
manship g o es into resto ra­ 
tio n. since mo st new building s 
were unimpressive. 


So meo ne said we’d find that 
all building s, whether new o r 
o ld. wo uld lo o k as if they ’d been 
standing at least 3 0 y ears. 


We passed o ne building under 
co nstructio n, and saw slo ppy 
brickwo rk with mo rtar that 
didn't fill all the spaces. 


Ortainly the Russians must 
have lo st many o f their wo rkers 
in the war, when milbo ns died. 
I^rhaps there’s less pnde in 
wo rk 
May be it's because so 
many building s must g o up so 
rapidly 


But in the resto ratio n, the fine 
wo rk IS there to maintain fo r the 
mo dern Russia and her g uests a 
g limpse into the Russia o f 
ano ther ag e 
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Inc re a s e d Truc k We ights 


Sian Uivil War, Max im Go rky 
said: "Whatever the ideas by 
which men pretend to be g uided, 
in practice they all behave like 
animals” 


Lenin enjo y ed no peace during 
his life, so he hardly wo uld be 
surprised to learn that he 
remains a fig ure o f co ntro versy 
alter death. Had he written an 
auto bio g raphy , “ 1,000 Crises” 
wo uld have been a suitable ti­ 
tle. Fro m the time o f his o lder 
bro ther’s ex ecutio n in 1887 to his 
o wn death o n Jan. 24, 19 24, 
po litical intrig ue co nsumed his 
lite. 
it it it 


But if Lenin wasted little pity 
and less sentiment o n o thers, he 
wasted no ne o n himselt. He had 
no illusio ns "One do es no t enter 
the realm o f revo lutio n," he 
o nce remarked, "with white kid 
g lo ves and o n a po lished flo o r," 
Lenin abo lished the Czarist 
secret po lice, o nly to replace it 
with his o wn Cheka 
To a sy mpathizer hke the late 
Kdmund Wilso n, Lenin’s co urse 
as head o f the new So viet state 
was 
understandable, 
Lenin 
"g ravitated into the ro le o f dic­ 
tato r,” Wilso n arg ued, "because 
the so cial phy sics o f Russia 
made it inevitable that he sho uld 
do so ” 


Even no w, a halt centur> after 
his death, Lenin remains an 
enig m a. 
He despised in­ 
tellectuals altho ug h he himself 
was o ne. A so cialist, he no ne­ 
th e le ss a do pte d th e New 
Eco no mic Po licy , which per­ 
mitted a certain amo unt o f free 
enterprise. Lenin himself was 
aw are o f his co ntradicto ry 
nature, as evidenced by this 
remark made after Wo rld War I: 
"We take with o ne hand what we 
g ive with ano ther.”

There are alleg ed safeg uards wTitten into bo th 
bills One wo uld pro vide fo r a permit sy stem fo r 
specific vehicles appro ved by the Department o f 
Ro ads to carrv’ additio nal weig ht o n specified 
ro ads, but o nly during certain perio ds; the o ther 
autho rizes the state eng ineer to appro ve increased 


weig ht limits o n specified ro ads fo r specified 
perio ds o f time.

Direct answers to such q uestio ns are needed 
befo re increased truck weig ht bills are allo wed to

BOSTON — Fo rty y ears ag o a 
Senate investig ating co mmittee 
subpo enaed do cuments fro m 
William P. MacCracken Jr., a 
Washing to n lawy er He said they 
were pro teOed by the lawy er- 
client privileg e. While that claim 
was pending , o ne o f his clients ~ 
w i t h o ut 
M a c C r a c k e n’s 
kno wledg e — g o t into his files, 
remo ved material and destro y ed 
it, 
MacCracken to ld the co m­ 
mittee that he was no t respo nsi­ 
ble, But the chairman. Sen. 
Hug o Black o f Alabama, to ld 
him; "Yo u said upo n y o ur ho no r 
as a lawy er 
. . that this co m­ 
mittee co uld rest assured the 
files were there and wo uld re­ 
main there” The Senate fo und 
MacCracken in co ntempt. The 
Supreme Co urt, in an o pinio n by 
Justice Brandéis, unanimo usly 
rejected a co nstitutio nal arg u­ 
ment he made. He served 10 
day s in the District o f Co lumbia 
jail. 


The tale o f MacCYacken has a 
certain sig nificance to day . It is 
no t a precedent co ntro lling all 
o ther cases o f missing evidence; 
co ntem pt o r o bstructio n o f 
justice vi^l alway s depend o n the 
particular facts. What the sto ry 
do es co nvey is an attitude 
to ward public respo nsiblity — 
the o blig atio n o f a lawy er o r 
really any public perso n to the 
pro cess o f law. 


The theme o f public duty is 
so unded in a different co ntex t in 


f v 


so me 
Co urt 
mo re recent Supreme 
cases. In 19 68 the co urt 
said that New Yo rk po licemen 
co uld no t be fo rced to waive 
their privileg e ag ainst self- 
incriminatlo n in a criminal 
pro ceeding , but they co uld be 
fired if they refused to answer 
direct q uestio ns abo ut their 
duties. The reaso n was that a 
po liceman “is a trustee o f the 
public interest” The same was 
said o f sanitatio n men. 
The justices tre a te d the 
public emplo y e as a fiduciary , in 
dictio nary terms a perso n to 
who m pro perty o r po wer is en­ 
trusted to r the benefit o f 
ano ther The o ther in this in­ 
stance is the public, and it is en­ 
titled to havOs. an acco unting 
fro m tho se acting in its name. 
it it it 


Tho se ca.ses, tho ug h hardly 
familiar, ex press what mo st 
Americans accept as ho no rable 
standards o f public co nduct in a 
demo cracy . A perceptio n that 
President Nix o n has failed tho se 
tests underlies Americans’ deep­ 
ly cy nical attitude to ward him 
to day . 
There can hardly ever have 
been a public fig ure so g iven to 
avo iding perso nal respo nsibility . 
There was an amazing ex ample 
the o ther day , in co nnectio n with 
indicatio ns that the autho rities’ 
are increasing ly do ubtful abo ut 
Nix o n’s tax returns. His press 
spo kesman, asked abo ut that, 
said the President had o rdered 
his o wn investig atio n o f the 


returns. An investig atio n! As if 
the matter were so meo ne else’s 
respo nsibility and he co uld ho ld 
it at arm ’s leng th and investig ate 
it 
The same attitude applies to 
the wiped-o ut White Ho use 
tapes. It must be the fault o f 
Ro se Mary Wo o ds, o r so me 
devil, no t o f the man who said 
last July 23 that the tapes wo uld 
remain "under my so le perso nal 
co ntro l.” 
And so o n thro ug h the litany o f 
W aterg ate. Every burg lary , 
every co ver-up, every wiretap, 
every o bstructio n o f justice co m­ 
mitted, and in many cases ad­ 
mitted by hig h perso nal aides o f 
this President, was no t his 
respo nsibility . 
ir it ir 
The picture o f an inno cent 
president flo ating o n a sea o f 
crime is fundamentally unco n­ 
vincing . That, no t any specific 
kno wledg e, acco unts fo r the 
remarkable po ll results sho wing 
that 79 % o f tho se asked believe 
Nix o n g uilty o f o ne o r mo re 
c r i m e s 
c o nne c t e d 
w i t h 
Waterg ate. The public is sensible 
eno ug fi to think that the man in 
who m It placed its hig hest trust 
is respo nsible fo r the fo uling o f 
that trust. 
Thinking o f that o ffice as a 
trust also clarifies the o blig atio n 
o f the President to pro vide info r­ 
matio n to the Ho use Judiciary 
Co mmittee’s impeachment in­ 
q uiry . Once serio us evidence o f 
wro ng -do ing is raised ag ainst the 


mo st o rdinary trustee, he has a 
leg al and a mo ral duty to ac­ 
co unt fo r his perfo rmance. Fo r a 
president to deny that o blig atio n 
wo uld itself be g ro unds fo r im­ 
peachment. Fo r if "ex ecutive 
privileg e” can frustrate this in­ 
q uiry , then the impeachment 
clause will have been read o ut o t 
th e Co ns titutio n and the 
presidents made mo narchs fo r 
bur vears. 


F ro m th e beg inning o f 
Waterg ate, Nix o n has used every 
device to keep the issues o ut o f 
the reg ular channels pro vided by 
la w. He s o ug h t s pe c i a l 
pro cedures fo r his tax es and his 
tapes. He fo ug ht the g rand jury 
as he pro mises to resLst the im­ 
peachm ent 
inq uiry , 
while 
co ndemning it fo r delay . 


Twisting and turning , do dg ing 
and distracting , Nix o n tries to 
av o id square judg ments o f law. 
No w he ev en attempts the tactic 
o f sending po o r Vice President 
Fo rd o ut with the wo rd that 
so me laundered tape transcript 
sho ws him inno cent. He kno ws 
that special pro secuto r Leo n 
Jawo rski is to o pro per to punc­ 
ture that ballo o n. But ev ents are 
clo sing in. It is increasing ly dif­ 
ficult to av o id the co nclusio n 
that the American public has 
reached: The President is acting 
o ut o f fear o f punishment fo r 
crime. It is perso nal retributio n 
that is o n Richard Nix o n’s mind, 
no t the trauma o f his co untry .

Disclosures Doubted

By 56-28%, a majority of the 
American people agrees with the 
charge that ‘‘President Nixon 
has not been honest about the 
financing of his houses in San 
('lemente and Key Biscayne." In 
addition, the President’s deci­ 
sion to release a full financial 
disclosure of his income and 
taxes appears to have raised 
more doubts than to have 
calmed doubts about his per­ 
sonal financial dealings. 
All in all, by 66-25%, the 
American people give Nixon 
negative marks on his publica­ 
tion of his personal finances. 
Significantly, Republicans are 
critical of the President on his 
tax revelations by 52-387c, while 
those voters who cast their 
ballots for him in the 1972 
presidential election are also 
critical by 54 .38';;. 
Along with serious doubts 
about President Nixon’s integri­ 
ty in handling the disputed 
Watergate tapes, as reported 
earlier this week in the Harris 
Survey, his actions in trying to 
explain his personal financial 
dealings now appear to have put 
him in worse trouble than ever 
with the American people The 
number who now feel Nixon is a 
"man of high integrity ” has 
slippcHl to an all-time low of 37'/o 
of the public.

Spokesmen for both^ major 
political parties endorsed the bill 
— as did Lincoln bu sinessman 
Bill Harris, who has pledged to 
oppose the issu e in the general 
election campaign if it reaches 
the Nov ember ballot 


Harris said a v ote on the issu e 
wou ld allow the people to call a 
halt to the present trend toward 
partisanship in the l.,egislatu re 
‘‘before it becomes a fact.” 


\t a time when people are dis­ 
tu rbed by the recent ex cesses of 
partisanship on the national 
lev el, Harris said, this wou ld be 
“an ex cellent y ear to test the 
principle of non-partisanship" in 
Nebraska.

New Budgel Approach 
Is Unveiled By Marvel

meeting with administrators and 
facu lty members at th e Univ ersi-

‘‘We’v e got someth ing h ere 
th at is a pioneering effort,’! said 
UNL Prof. Wallace Peterson, 
president of th e facu lty senate, 
and a member of th e campu s 
committee. 


And Zu mberge, wh o acted as 
h ost at th e lu nch eon gath ering, 
told Marv el "y ou may h av e 
lau nch ed a new era not only for 
bu dgeting in Nebraska bu t also 
for h igh er edu cation" across th e 
nation. 
"Wh en y ou look back In th ree 
to fiv e y ears, th is may well h av e 
been t ^ tu rning point for su p­

Each y ear, th e teams wou ld 
present pu blic reports to th e 
Board of Regents and th e 
Legislatu re and after th ree y ears 
th e entire process wou ld be re­ 
ev alu ated. 
“At th e end of th ree j^ars," 
said Marv el, “th e participating 
institu tion and th e Legilsatu re 
sh all determine if th is v entu re 
h as been worth wh ile. 


"In th is way , h opefu lly , th e 
bu dge process will be takeu ou t 
of th e politicai ballpark au d we 
ran accomplish sometbing for 
th e citizens and th e stu dents of 
Nebraska.** 


Marv el termed one of th e 
model’s "key factors" its 
emph asis on qu ality of instru c­ 
tion.

Th e y ear 197 3 was a good y ear 
in Nebraska for adding to 
grou ndwater su pplies, said Vin­ 
cent H. Dreeszen, th e state 
geologist and director of tiie 
Conserv ation and Su rv ey Div i­ 
sion of th e U niv ersity of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. on Th u rsday 
as h e spoke to 7 5 members of th e 
Nebraska Well Drillers Associa­ 
tion at th e Center for Continu ing 
Edu cation. 
Abov e-av erage to near-record 
precipitation in th e state con­ 
tribu ted to th e increased water 
su pplies added to natu ral u n­ 
de rg rou nd stora g e are a s 
(aqu ifers) th rou gh ou t most of 
th e state in qu antities greater 
th an th ose with drawn h e said. 


Unu su ally h eav y precipatation 


started back in th e past winter. 
October 197 2 th rou gh March 
197 3, av eraging 150% to 160% of 
normal in th e western h alf of th e 
state and 230% of normal in th e 
sou th east and east-central 
div isions. 
Water lev els in th e state rose 
in general with th e near-record 
precipitation in September and 
O ctob er, said D reeszen. 
Preliminary analy sis of 699 key 
wells in th e state su ggests th at 
water lev els in most of th e state 
were h igh er in th e fall of 1973 
th an in th e preceding fall. 
Some Down 
Av erage water lev els were 
down sligh tly in 13 cou nties, 
compared to 33 cou nties in 197 2, 
Dreeszen stated. Th e most 
significant declines w ere 


recorded in th e cou nties of 
Fillmore (-0.86 ft.) Ch ase (-0.50 
ft.), Harlan (-0.46 ft.), and Box 
Bu tte (-0.34 ft.), h e added.

A recent Family Circle Magazine bulletin, 
entitled “ 74 Way s To Eat Better And Spend 
Less” by JoAnne Alter, offers sev eral shop­ 
ping tips to aid families with their biggest 
single budget problem — food. 
“ The av erage urban family now spends 
about $220 a month — almost 25% of its total 
net income — on food,” writes Ms. Alter, 
“ And while the cost of eating continues to 
soar, that percentage is only likely to in­ 
crease.” 
Howev er, by following the author’s adv ice, 
Ms. Alter estimates that the av erage family 
can sav e as much qs 10% to 20% a month. 
Included among the money -sav ing hints 
are: 
—Plan y our meals around store meat 
specials, since meat accounts for about 30 
percent of y our food bill. But be flex ible in 
making up y our shopping list, to allow for 
una dv erti^ sales or bargains. 
—Eat first, shop later. When y ou’re 
hungry , y ou tend to buy more food than y ou 
need. . . and it’s often the more fattening 
foods y ou grav itate to. 
—Go it alone. Shopping with a friend is not 
a good idea. It’s too easy to be tempted into 
purchases y ou might otherwise ignore, if 
y our friend buy s the items first. Leav e the 
kids home too, if possible. They ’re bound to 
plague y ou and the family ’s budget. 
—In addition to newspaper-adv ertised 
specials, many stores will reduce prices on 
meats, baked goods and ripe fruit shortly 
before closing time at the end of the week. 
The reason is simple. They 'd rather sell the 
items for less than hav e diem go bad ov er 
the weekend. 
—To select brands, first check the weights 
of those packages or cans y ou’re considering. 
Then check the list of ingredients. By law, all 
ingredients must be listed in d^ea sing 
order of weight. A can which lists “ beef, 
grav y ,. . . ” will contain more beef (50% 
minimum) than a can which lists “ grav y , 
beef. . . ” (and may hav e only 35% beef). If 
the weights and ingredients are the same, 
then check the price. 
—Alway s take adv antage of unit pricing 
where it’s av ailable. Where it’s not, here’s 
how to figure the unit cost on odd-sized 
packages. Conv ert pounds to ounces (16 
ounces= 1 pound) or quarts to ounces if the 
product is liquid (32 ounces * 1 quart). Then 
div ide the number of ounces into the price, 
to get the price per ounce. 
—Nev er assume that because two brands 


or two products come in the same size 
package or bottle, that they contain the same 
amount. One well-known cereal manufac­ 
turer offers four different flav ws of oatmeal 
in four identical box es (usually sold at the 
same prices). Only when y cHi look at the 
weights do y ou find that one box contains 13 
ounces of cereal; one contains 12 ounces; 
one, 10 ounces; and one, only nine ounces of 
cereal. “ Same” price? Hardly . 
—Volume buy ing is almost alway s a good 
idea. Sidney MargoUus, the dean of con- 
sumerists, say s; “ On the av erage, y ou sav e 
18% by buy ing the large or medium-size of a 
food product instead of the small, and 10 per­ 
cent more by buy ing the ex tra-large. . . In 
fact, the potential sav ings on some products 
are 507« and more.” Staples such as coffee, 
sugar, cereal, flour and salad oil should 
alway s be bought in the largest sizes and 
kept in airtight containers. When it comes to 
fresh produce and dairy products, howev er, 
buy only as much as y ou'll use within a 
three-to-fiv e-day period. 
—Consider conv enience foods. They sav e 
work, but y ou usually pay for the time- 
sav ing. There are occasions when the ad­ 
ditional cost is w(wth it. But buy conv enience 
foods wisely . When food editor Mimi 
Sheraton recently weighed the ingredients in 
a popular brand of Chicken Stew, Caciatore- 
sty le, she found the $1.09 eight-ounce 
package contained only 1 Y* ounces of 
chicken. At about 5(ie an ounce, Ms. 
Sheraton, concluded, the cost of the chicken 
came to about $8 a pound! 
—At the end of the aisle: Not a golden 
bargain necessarily . Just because items are 
prominently display ed, doesn't mean they ’re 
reduced in price. 
—Nev er touch any item unless y ou plan to 
buy it. According to Nancy Weav er, the odds 
are 19 out of 20 that if y ou pick something 
up, y ou'll end up buy ing it. 
-Non-food items such as paper goods, 
household cleaners, soaps, shampoos and 
laundry detergents account for a substantial 
20 to 25 percent of y our bill at the checkout 
counter. Check prices for similar items in the 
housewares or toiletries departments of dis­ 
count and drug stores to make sure y ou're 
getting the best buy . 
—It's a good idea alway s to pay cash for 
groceries. N^en y ou write a check, it’s much 
easier to rationalize a few more items here 
and there — some of which y ou may not 
need at all.

Regent Robert Koefoot, who 
said he was acting only for 
himself, told the council he met 
two weeks ago in his hometown 
of (irand Island with represen­ 
tatives of the state colleges to 
talk about establishment of a 
four-year nursing program in 
central Nebraska. 


Koefoot said his Idea was to 
promote a program in which the 
NU Medu'al Center would work 
with Kearney State College and 
Hastings (College to develop a 
bachelors degree nursing 
program with Medicaf Center 
approval 
Proposal Similar 
Although he said the Board of 
Regents had not been informed 
of the idea, Koefoot said the 
proposal could be similar to a 
board proposal to establish a 
four year program in Lincoln 
Koefoofs remarks, which 
came near what appeared would 
be adjournment of the meeting, 
prompted President Michael 
Paradise of the Central 
Nebraskii Technical Community 


College in Hastings to ask why 
the Grand Island meeting had 
not included a representative of 
the central college area. 


When Koefoot replied, “ I 
didn't think there was any 
reason for It,” the verbal 
exchange began. 


The coordinating council is a 
voluntary body with represen­ 
tatives from NU, the technical 
community colleges and the 
state colleges. 
Paradise, who represents com­ 
munity college administrators 
on the council, told Koefoot that 
the technical community 
collies have a role to play in 
providing two-year associate 
degree programs which may fit 
into the university’s career 
ladder approach that reaches all 
the way to a masters degree. 
Understanding 
In fact, he said, he believed 
the technical community 
colleges had reached an un­ 
derstanding on that point with 
NU ITesident I). B. Varner and 
Uhan<*ellor Robert Sparks of the 
Medical Center. 


"I believe we can do as good a 
job as the university of Kearney 
State College can do,” said 
Paradise, who noted the 
technical community colleges 
are just beginning to move 
toward expanding their one-year 
practical nursing programs into 
two-year associate degree 
programs.

Decline By 8% In Year 


Total feed grain stocks—com, 
oats, barley and grain sinrghum 
— on Jan. 1 totaled 16,682,000 
tons, the State-Federal Division 
of Agricultural ^ tistics said 
Thursday. 
The total was 8% below a year 
earlier, division director I^ ug 
Mirfield said. 
Cwn accounted for 78% of the 
total, compared with 82% last 
year. 
Farm and off-farm com stocks 
were down 13 and 14%, respec­ 
tively, bringing the total to 465,- 
063.000 bushels, 13% below a 
year earlier, Murfield said. 
Oat stocks increased 17% to 
17.787.000 bushels, grain 
sorghum stocks were up 16% to 
119.795.000 bushels and barley 
stocks were almost unchanged at 
865.000 bushels. 
Murfield said total wheat 
stored was 76,684,000 bushels — 
45% less than a year earlier.

Detroit (AP) — A 2-for-l stock 
split was proposed and a 25-cent 
quarterly dividend was approved 
by the board of directors of 
Burroughs Corp.

tempi but his playing was not 
without flaws. 'The piano should 
be most embarrassing to the 
Pershing management.

Taking command of an antisub­ 
marine warfare vring with 875 of­ 
ficers and more than 4,000 men, 
Rear Adm.

Keene. CaUf. (AP) - The 
United Farm Workers of 
Amenca plans an intensified 
boycott of nonunion lettuce and 
table grapes and selective strikes 
this year in its decade-long 
struggle with California produce 
growers. 
But the campaign also will be 
zed in the state legislature 
all sides arguing over 
legislation aimed at regulating 
agriculture union organizing, vir­ 
tually ungovemed by existing 
labor laws. 
Growers want a ban on 
harvest-time strikes and the 
secondary boycott, the favorite 
bargaining weapon of UFW 
President Cesar Chavez. The 
UFW and its parent AFL-CIO 
will agree to guaranteed secret 
ballot union elections, but 
without boycott or strike restric­ 
tions. 
UFW organizers say use 
strikes will be more selective in 
1974 in an effort to avoid violent 
confrontations which occurred 
last summer. 
The Teamsters Union will 
honor contracts stripped from 
the UFW last year but has not 
resumed efforts to organize 
more ranches. A spokesman 
refused to say whether that 
signals a willingness to renew 
attempts at a truce, aborted 
twice in 1973. 
“ We are servicing every con­ 
tract we have signed but are not 
organizing anything at all," said 
Cono M acias, Team sters 
a^ culture supervisor in Califor­ 
nia. 


Grape growers, targets of last 
year’s tension, also will stick by 
their Teamsters pacts, says John 
Giumanra Jr of Delano, partner 
and general counsel of the 
nation's largest table grape firm. 
Except for Boston, Mass. the 
boycott “really hasn’t had much 
effect." Ciumarra claimed. 
“ The overriding reason is 
purchasers in these cities realize 
these grapes are grown, 
prepared, harvested and shipped 
by union help under union con­ 
tract with benefits that are really 
unprecedented in union 
agriculture,” Giumarra said. 
UFW spokesmen dispute this, 
ticking off cities where thev sav 


the boycott is working and 
claiming increasing success 
against Gallo Bros, winery, 
which also switched to the 
Teamsters to represent field 
help 
Increased trade union support 
and an official endorsement by 
Cathobc bishops will help the 
boycott work faster than did the 
drive which led to the original 
table grape contracts in 1970, the 
spokesmen say. 


“ I think Ity the time spring 
comes, the boycott will be so 
tight there will be some reaction 
from growers," one Chavez 
associate said.

Serious Flooding Likely 
Along North Platte River 


Scottsbluff (AP) — Figures 
released by the State Civil 
Defense Agency indicate that 
serious flooding is possible this 
spring along the North Platte 
River in Nebraska, according to 
George A. Smith, Civil Defense 
director for Scotts Bluff County. 
A memo sent to Smith from 
the State Civil Defense Agency 
in lancoln said, "The entire 
North Platte Reservoir system, 
including Lake McConaughy, 
was filled to 76 per cent of ca­ 
pacity" on Jan 3 , 19 74. 
Because of this condition, the 
memo said, "Nebraska faces 
more than its usual share of 
fl(M)ding threats." 
According to Smith, the high 
level of water in the reservoirs 


this winter is at least in part due 
to a high carryover of water 
from last year. Unusually high 
rainfall occurred last year during 
the growing .season, leaving 
higher than normal water levels 
in the reservoirs last fall. 
"We had the highest carryo­ 
ver on record last year," said 
Ralph Asbridge, project man­ 
ager of the North Platte River 
Project for the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation in Casper. Wyo. 
Asbridge also noted that win­ 
ter flows have been "somewhat 
higher than normal this year." 
He attributed the slightly higher 
levels to mild weather in De­ 
cember, 
Asbridge siiid, however, that 
he could not make any pre- 
Mis s ouri Ice Bridges

he said. 
But Smith said present condi­ 
tions do not l(K)k good along the 
river "The figure of 76 per cent 
of capacity in the reservoirs at 
this time of year is an all-time 
high." he said "It doesn't allow 
for much additional accumula­ 
tion. and February and March 
normally have much higher 
runoff from the mountains than 
January." 
"If the runoff in February and 
March continues at the rate it 
has been in December and 
January, we will have a worse 
flood than we had in 19 71," 
Smith said 


The 1971 flood caused consid­ 
erable low-land flooding along 
the upper reaches of the North 
Platte Kiver in Nebraska and led 
fo the construction of dikes 
several communities.

Omaha (AP) - T he president 
of the Nebraska Fertilizer 
Institute says a fertilizer shor­ 
tage IS spreading throughout the 
Midwest 
Hariy T hurman of Omaha said 
Wednesday the shortage — 
expected to last three years — 
means farmers will have to 
become more conservation- 
minded. farm more scientifically 
and get by with less fertilizer 
T he biggest problem will be 
obtaining nitrogen, which is 
added to soil to boost corn 
yields, he said 
T hurman said land will remain 
productive this year even though 
less nitrogen is used due to the 
carryover effect of the fertilizer 
However, he said next year the 
lack of adequate nitrogen will 
show up, and the effect will 
grow worse each succeeding 
year 
Speaking prior to the opening 
convention session of the 17th 
annual Nebraska Agricultural 
Kxposition, T hurman said many 
farmers don't 
realize that the 
fertilizer shortage is here 
T hurman, business services 
supervisor in the Phillip's 
I’etroleum Co fertilizer division, 
said the shortage will prompt a 
new interest in organic farming, 
but he said organic materials 
don't produce sufficient nitrogen 
to meet needs. 
He said farmers with sandy 
soils would be especially hard hit 
because their lanti needs 
nitrogen applications more 
frequently than other soils.

Nebraska farmers went on a 
borrowing spree at a record- 
breaking pace in 1973, according 
to Dwayne Dietz, president of 
the Lincoln Production Credit 
Association, which makes short­ 
term loans in six eastern 
Nebraska Counties. 
T he association loaned 677 
farmer-borrowers 207o more 
than in 1972. Loans outstanding 
on Dec. 31 totaled $30 million 
compared to $24 million a year 
earlier. 
“T his increase in lending ac­ 
tivity reflects a growing demand 
for agricultural credit brought 
about by larger farm and feeder 
operations and the continued 
substitution of capital for labor 
in farming,” Dietz said.
